TOKYO, July 6.—Japan 
Stirred up new worries for 
the European security bloc 
today, when army leaders 
at Tokyo made plans for an 


effort to overthrow the 
cabinet unless the minis- 

ters reconsider their re- 

fusal to join in an outright 
military alliance with Ger- 
many and Italy. 

Previously the cabinet, 
with approval of naval lead- 
ers, had decided that Japan 
could go no farther than 
moral and economic aid to 
the European _ totalitarian 
bloc in event of war unless 
Soviet Russia became _in- 
volved. 

The decision was viewed as a 
blow to the Nazi-Fascist desire to 
strengthen their combination by a 
close working agreement with 
Japen

The Soil's All Right 


We like to think that isn't anything 
much wrong with the soil of the prairies. 

It may be that there has been bad farming, 
that the land was pulverizéd too fine, that 
enough fibrous material was not left in it or put 


back in. But these things are being remedied by 
new methods of cultivation. 

The processes of “discing” in the stubble, of 
Strip farming, of coarser cultivation, are under 
way and are showing results in stopping soil 
drifting. 

This does not mean that we will not have a 
dust storm once in a while. A 40-mile gale whip- 
ping across a thousand miles of country is bound 
to pick up some dust here and there and to blow 
it into our faces and into the front parlor. But 
that is only soil blowing. It may not mean ex+ 
tensive soil drifting. 

Rotation of crops and the use of new types 
of drouth-resisting grasses will also assist in 
holding down the land and giving greater secur- 
ity to the tiller of the soil. The work of the 
P.F.R.A. also means the more intelligent use of 
the water available. The community pastures 
and dugouts are bound to be of great value 

But the main point is that the soil is still all 
right in 95 per cent of the territory where it 
uitable for farming. Give it enough rain 
it doesn't take so very much—and things 
will grow better than in most parts of the world 

hat is being proved again when 
rain has been reasonably abundant.
